This decision Waa arrived at on Sun- 
day afternoon when @ joint meeting of 
members of the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Town Council and the Peace Mem- 
orial Centre met in the 
Town Hall. The meeting was called by 
a Planning Committee set up by the 
Chamber of Commefee to enquire into 
plans for the Arena under the chatr- 
manship of Kenn Tory. 

Those in attendance were “Mayor 
Robinson, Counelllor Stafford, David- 
son and Wallace; Messrs. Teskey, Hum 
phries, Karr, Sheffield, Armishaw and 
Mrs. Wachter ana Mrs. W. Taylor of 
the P.M.C. executive. The Chamber of 
Commerce was represented through 
President Davidson and several execu- 
tive members, 


The chairman ‘opened the meeting 
for discussion as to the type of front 
end’ desired. The meeting agreed that 
the original two-storey plan was un- 
workable, and that a one-storey flat- 
top building similar to the new school 
design was practical. The building is 
to provide a single large room, The 
matter’ of elevation of the floor to meet 
the street level as suggested by the 
chairman, was left to the advive of the 
architect, Toilet facilities, lunch con- 
cession, etc, aré to be incorporated in 
the plan, 

The next item was when this should 
be done, It was the general feeling that 
time was not sufficient to prepare for 
this construction for this winter. Add- 
ed to this is the crop situation whicn 


naturally is ‘Te’ 2. into town bus- 
iness t results. Fur- 
ther it ; that the construc- 


tion should be one completed project 
rather than a series of temporary make 
shifts, Some minor improvements for 
this season are planned. Consideration 
of the heed to provide comfort fer out- 
of-town patrona’ waa not overlooked. 

Yhe financial discussion drew forth 
Mayor Robinson's proposal that ihe 
only way to handle the project was 
through’ a plebiscite submitted to the 
residents. He stateq that Wainwright 
was proud of the Arena and wanted a 
worth while front end that the Town 
should provide. 

The Chairman interpreted the dis- 
cubsion, and the meeting agreed, that 
the principle involved was that the 
Town should accept responsibility for 
completing the addition. The function 
of the P.M.C. organization is to pro- 
vide funds for additional improvements 
such as seating, catering, etc., as well 
as for additions to the other sports 
features in the Céntre development as 
was Started this past season. 

The Chamber of Commerce and Ag- 
riculture is doing a fine job of opera- 
ting the facilities provided and pro- 
moting sports to keep Wainwright's 
name on the sports pages. 

Councillor Wallace proposed that the 
plans should be prepared by the P.M ©, 
Society and submitted to Council. 
Council should then prepare the nec- 
essary plebiscite for submission to the 
voters at the coming Municipal elec- 
tions this winter. 

The meeting reflected clear decision 
with all present taking part in the dis- 
cussion. From the fine co-operative 
atmosphere of this purposeful meeting 
it appears that the citizens of Wain- 
wright are about to back up the’ many 
progressive people who have beey 
sweating out the problems of getting 
sports rolling locally. 

Last winter normal crowds of 600 to 
800 were swelled to 1500 for play-off 
hockey, carnivals, etc. With the grow- 
ing importance of the town as a sports 
as well as business centre, the deci- 
sion to push ahead with plans to ac- 
commodate crowds of the future is 
considered sound business practice.

Even 
though you can't pay it all every bit 
will help keep the sheriff from the door 

And you business men in town will 
have. to remembér that while some 
lucky families have their harvesting 
all done. others haven't got a bushel 


them over until they do, 
' Those men who have more than 
enough feed for their animals will un- 
doubtedly come to the aid of their less 
fortunate neighbors who have been 
caught short—and won't try to make a 
fortune out of this situation § either. 
And ag we have done in so many bad 
years in the past we'll help push each 
other through this year without too 
much real hardship on anyone. 
Another sad aspect of this wet year 
has been that fact that this would be 
the year that we had all our streets 
turned upside down to lay water and 
sewer pipes.

The effect has 
been two-fold, It has diluted the quality of our school’ boards, 
councils and legislatures. And it has created in the minds of 
Government officials the belief that people can be pushed a-. 
round with impunity. It is precisely this fact that transforms 
ordinary civil servants and beaureaucrats. Being human, and 
dealing with people who will never fight back, it is no wonder 
they become dictatorial. ' 

If the British business man, a Mr. Greenwood, had been a 
Canadian Mr. Churchill would never have got this information 
in the first place. If Mr. Greenwood had been unusually public 
spirited in Canada, he’d have taken this devious route: His 
public relations expert would have talked to the publicity 
director of his trade association or cartel. Then someone would 
have written a speech to be delivered by the president of the 
association to a service club. It would have been counched in 
ihe rowers of generalities and would have put the audience 
to ar 

But in Britain men are still prepared to stand up and be 
counted when vital issues are debated. They are prepared to 
speak out and take’ the consequences. And that is the kind of 
democracy we like to see in action—The Farm and Ranch 
Review. 

STATISTICS ARE INTERESTIN 

» Statistics are usually considered as being on the dry side, 
but actually a few pages of well organized statistics can provide 
a wealth of interesting and practical information that might 
take many pages or ordinary writing to cover. An interesting 
little booklet “Quick Canadian Facts” comes to hand which 
provides quite a lot of illuminating information about Canada, 
her people and her industries. 

For instance, we note that of the 11,508,658 people in Can- 
ada in 1941, the British Isles accounted for the origin of just 
under half—5,715,904. However the British peoples had only 
increased from 4,868,783 in the twenty year period from 1921. 
ac this time the French population had increased by one 
half, the German population had increased by 80 per cent and 
the Ukrainian population had almost‘ trebled. The Indian and 
Eskimo population had gone down. The Yugoslavik population 
(a minor group) had increased by over six times. 

er populations that have gone down were: Russian, Aus- 
trian, Chinese. Of the British peoples in 1941, England provided 
the ancestry for nearly 3 million, while Scotland provided 1% 
million and Ireland 1,267 thousand. 

According to fur production records the booklet indicates 
that the one famous “silver fox” has fallen from its pedestal.

D. H,. MdCalium, Alberta’s Dairy 
Commissioner advises that this years 
Cheese Festival which runs from Oct. 
16th to November 15th is more than a 
Canadian event, since it coincides with 
a similar “Fiesta” in the United States. 
While the Canadian Festival is being 
sponsored by National and Provincial 
dairy organizations it is receiving ex- 
cellent support from vernment of- 
ficilals engageq in both . Agricultural 
and Health fields. 

There is considerable economic im- 
portance attached to the Canadian 
Chegse Industry, says Mr. McCallum, 
The industry commenced on a factory 
scale in 1860, and for some years fol- 
lowing this date there was a reguar 
boom in the cheese business. By the 
turn of the century almost 1000 factor- 
§es were in operation, mainly in On 
tario and Quebec. Exports of cheese, 
chiefly to the United Kingdom increas- 
ed to such an extent that by 1900 ship- 
ments:out of Canada totalled more 
than 200,000,000 pounds This early 
manufacturing boom contributed much 
to the early prosperity of Canada. 

The growth of cities and towns in 
Eastern Canada caused much of the 
milk formerly used for cheese to be 
diverteq to fluid use. Consequently, 
cheese production and exports dropped 
rapidly and in 1949 the total Exports 
amounted to only $52,695,000 pounds, 
Today Cheese is regarded as the bal- 
ance wheel for the Canadian Dairy In- 
dustry. 

Most of our exports representing the 
surplus milk in Canada are shipped in 
the form of cheese, The price received 
for this export cheese is a factor in 
establishing prices forall dairy pro- 
ducts consumed in Canada. Dairying Is 
at important factor in Canadian Agri- 
culture and cheese is certainly an im- 
portant cog in that dairy wheel. 

Surprisingly, Canadians consume 
very little cheese, slightly \over 4 Ibs. 


per capita. Consumption in the United | 


States is practically double and in some 
European countries notably Switzer- 
land, Denmark and France the consum- 
ption approaches 6 times that of Can- 
ada. 

The idea of the Cheese Festival is to 
draw attention of Canadian consumers 
to a highly nutritious food containing 
practically all of the elements found in 
whole milk, “Natures Most Perfect 
Food.”

Trees Need Care 


More trees are needed on Alberta 
farms and the interest shown during 
the past year in the tree planting pro- 
ject has been encouraging.

D. McCalla, warns that unless the 
trees are given the care and attention 
they deserve tree planting can be a 
waste of time and effort. Tree planting

Plans must be made at least one year 
ahead so that the location can be decid- 
eq and the land summerfallowed.

Cattle Coccidosi 

Bovine coccidiosis is an infectious 
disease of cattle, known in its specta- 
cular form as bloody scours or red diar 
thea because of the characteristic 
bloody fecal discharges seen in severe 
cases. The disease is of economie im- 
portance in many parts of the world. 
Here in Canada it affects about 30 per 
cent of the ranches, To the outright 
loss from fatal infections, which take 
a@ heavy toll among calves, must be 
added the no less significant loss from 
retarted growth, and general unthrift- 
iness among survivors of nonfatal in- 
fections. 

The first symptom is diarrhea, not 
very severe to begin’ with, butpbecom- 
ing streaked with spots of blood in

about two or three days time. The ani- | 


mal strains when passing its motions— 
a symptom which increases in severity. 
Prolapse of the rectum may go on for 
some days and clear up, more often the 
straining increases, the animal becom- 
@s very weak, and in the course of from 
five Gays to a fortnight or so from the 
beginning of the disease, the animal 
staggers ang falls to the ground and 
dies from exhaustior?. 

Isolation of the sick calf as sqon as 
the disease is suspected will help pre- 
vent infection to other calves, although 
a careful look-out should be kept for 
any other cases. Sanitary precautions 
in. the feedlots help to minimize’ the 
losses, but it is always a good policy 
to have the calves in good condition 
before the winter begins. Sulfametha- 
| ine oblets, available at any drugstore 
where veterinary supplies are sold, are 
being used effectively now to treat 
calves with coccidiosis. Two oblets the 
first day and one each for the two 
tonsecutive days is the recommended 
treatment. Treatment for three days 
will generally oheck the condition,

a stout fence. and kept free from weeds, 
the plantation can quickly become a 
source of pride and enjoyment, The 
pleasure and profit resulting from a 
well planned shelterbelt will more than 
pay for the care required.

Edmonton and Northern Alberta 
needs $73,000 to carry out the T.B.- 
control program that has been planned 
for 1951, H. 8. Douglas, chairman of 
the Kinsmen Club Christmas Seal com- 
mittee, announced today, following a 
meeting held to make up the budget 
for the coming year. The 1950 Seal sale 
starts November 12th, ‘ 

“Tuberculosis, like any communio- 
able disease, is everybody's business,” 
said Mr. Douglas. “Fighting it is not a 
one-man or two-man job, and not one 
phase of the work can be neglected.” 

Mr. Douglas explained that the work 
of the Alberta Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion and the local Seal sale committees 
included education, prevention, early 
discovery and rehabilitatjon. 

‘Prevention and early discovery are 
among the most important phases of 
the work, since the old saying about the 
“ounce of prevention” is particularly 
true of T.B. However, if the disease 
should gain a foothold, early discovery 
is almost as good, since the disease 
responds readily to treatment in the 
early stages. 

Mass X-ray surveys of thougands of 
apparently healthy people by the 
Christmas Seal mobile units have un- 
covered hundreds of early cases and 
saved many lives. The latest Associa- 
tion program of tuberculin testing and 
X-raying of hospital admiissions has 
already been responsible for discovery 
of dézens of early cases. ‘ 

Mr. Douglas said, “We need mone 
to find these cases before they become 
more seriously ill and before they -n- 
fect other people. How much of this 
work we can do depends on the res- 
ponse of everybody in Edmonton and 
Northern Alberta.”

The survey shatters the illusion that 
the delinquent is led into crime by bad 
companions. From childhoog he shows 
a preference for other boys as unman- 
ageable as himself. The Guecks’ study 
found that the typical delinquent lacks 
a trusting relationship with his father, 
and that in his need for an “ideal 
image” he turns elsewhere—perhaps to 
the toughest ne’er-do-well in the neigh 
borhood. 

One of every 100 boys becomes a 
police problem, Oursler says. Each 
year, some 280,000 boys are brought 
into court, and at least twice that num- 
ber are handled unofficially by social 
agencies. If their delinquency traits 
could be spotted in advance, the saving. 
in ves, careers, heartaches and dol- 
lars would be incalculable, 

The Guecks believe*that, “in many 
cases,” the potential’ lawbreaker can 
be “guided into integrity.” Schools 
should recognize temperamental dif- 
ferences in children and teach accord- 
ingly, rather than force all types into 
one trational Mold. School activities 
should provide outlets for those whd 
hunger for adventure. “Supervised 
play” is not the answer. Early and 
periodic testing of children to detect 
malformation of personality is as nec- 
essary as periodic medical evamina- 
tion, An expensive process, the authors 
concede, “but the cost would be petty 
compared with the treasure now pour- 
ed, too late, into criminal courts and 
prisons.”

Infectious Keratitis 


“Pinkeye™ In Cattle 


Keratitis more commonly called 
“pinkeye” is an infectious disease which 
attacks the eyes of cattle and sheep. 
Few animals die from the disease, but 
the loss in milk and beef production is 
tremendous, 

The organism causing the disease is 
as yet unknown. Although sheep and 
cattle show the same symptoms, it is 
thought that different organisms. are 
involved. 

There are three forms of the disease 
known, mild, acute and chronic. 

The mild infection tends to disap- 
pear in a few days if the animal is iso- 
lated in a dark stable free from dust 
ang flies. 

The acute infection is the most com- 
mon type found in cattle herds. It us- 
ually appears suddenly and progresses 
rapidly. If the animal is isolated as in 
the mild infection the disease usually 
runs its course in about two weeks. 
Once recovery is made the infected 
eyes seem to be immune to further at- 
tack. 

The chronic form is simjlar to the 
acute except that the chronic form in- 
volves more extensive changes to the 
eye. Chronic infection probably would 
not occur if milq and acute infection 
were treated promptly. 

Symptoms of the disease include: in~- 
creased eye secretion, which causes 
tears to flow continuously; sensitive. 
ness to light; general discomfort; loss 
of interest in grazing; a pink to white 
discoloration of the eyeball, with par- 
tial or complete blindness; and the 
ease with which the infection spreads 
through the herd if infected animals 
are not isolated. 

Most cases occur during summer or 
early fall. 

Prompt insolation of the affected 
animal will often prevent the infection 
from spreading through the herd. Plac- 
ing the animal in a dark stable, free 
from dust and flies, is often more ef- 
fective than drugs in curing the ani- 
mal, With range cattle isolation is of- 
ten impractical and medicinal treat- 
ment must be resorted to, Sulfathiazale 
powder is very effective and an emul- 
sion of Sulfamethazine is often used.

‘Cheese Time 


Foods may come and foods may gg»; 
but cheese stays on forever. This may 
seem a rather fantastic statement, but 
it is just way of saying that 
cheese is available the ‘year round, 
while many other foods are on the mar- 
ket only at certain seasons. Homemak- 
ers with the matter of family meals be- 
fore them day in and day out 
ciate cheese on this score. 

Canadian Cheddar cheese is a boon 
to the family meal provider on several 
other counts as well. To begin with 
Canadian Cheddar cheese is a highly 
nutritious food containing the most 
valuable elements of the milk from 
which it is made. Milk is. recognized 
today as a good source of calcium for 
the building of sound bones and teeth, 
but perhaps ‘it is not equally apprecia- 
teq that two one-inch cubes of Cana- 
Cian cheese provide about the same 
amount of calcium as a pint of milk. 
Cheese may be considered in the same 
fish, poultry and egya, 
in meal planning since it too, has a 
high ‘protein content. The thrifty home 
maker does not overlook this fact when 
‘planning main-course dishes for dinner 
or supper. Another virtue of cheese 
twhich finds general favour is the many 
ways in which it can be used, cooked 
or uncooked, alone or combined with 
any number of other foods. 

As for quality, Canadians have a 
right to be proud of the cheese pro- 
duced year after year in hundreds of 
factories dotted about the country, for 
Canadian Cheddar enjoys an enviable 
reputation among peoples of other 
lands to which it is exported. Strange 
as it may seem, the consumption of 
Canadian cheese in its own homeland 
has been surprisingly low to date. 
Granted, the use of this high quality 
dairy product is gradually increasing 
but less than five pounds per Canadian 
Per year still seems a small quantity 
compared to the amounts of cheese 
used in many other countries.

Needed In Expansion 


“We are on the eve of an fmmense 
expansion of adult education, at var- 
ious. levels,” Dr, Johnson said. ‘There 
are hundreds of thousands of college 
graduates who have come to realize 
that when they left college education 
was for them unfinished business, 

“They would gladly ‘go back to 
school’, but not to the ‘second eleven,’ 


|to the cub instryctor with his morale 


bolstered by roll calls, quizzes, and 
college credits. These adults want con- 
tact with mature scholars, men who 
by long teaching experience have 
learned how to give the gist of a sub- 
ject without pedagogical irrelevancies. 
Mature men and women care more for 
content than method, They need the 
intellectual association of men wise 
enough to check their academic phrase- 
ology outside the door, who recognize 
that intelligence is not contained with- 
in a fence of degrees and academic 
honors.” 

Who, he asks could be better quali- 
fied for this job than the professor who 
has retireq at 65, in the prime of his 
intellect and competence? 

“Frankly, I'm out for educational re- 
form,” Dr. Johnson says. “After 30 
years of teaching the same routines a 
man may be stale. But with new people, 
adult people, he gets a fresh start, He 
gets a chance to increase a retirement 
pension averaging $3,500 a year. He 
performs a service to the commun!ty 
and also to the institution.”

Main Clauses Of The 
County Act 


Following will be found the ‘major 
portions of the County Act. Certain 
parts which had little bearing on its 
discussion or understanding have been 
omitted. A copy of the complete act 
may be obtained from the King’s Prin- 
ter, Edmonton, for 15 cents. 

We felt, however, that the publica- 
tion of the main clauses of the act 
would assist. in giving our readers an 
understanding of its contents. 

(1) The provisions of this Act sha!i 
not apply to any,— 

(a) town school district; 

(by village school district; 

(c) consolidated school district; 

(d) separate school district; 
which is not ineluded in a division.

Powers and Duties. of the 
County Council 

The county council at its first meet- 
ing in, each year shall elect a chairman 
from among its pumber.

(a) the reeve of a municipality; 

(b) the chairman of the board of 
trustees of a school division; and

(i) A county council, at its first 
meeting in each year, shall appoint not 
less than three members of the council,

members. } . 
(1) In the event that all or part of a 
school division included in a county 
contains a school district which includ- 
es a town or village such town or vil- 
lage,—

the county for school purposes; and 
(b) shall be represented on the school 
committee in accordance with the 


board of trustees of the school district 
may nominate annually an elector of 
the town or village who shall be ap- 
pointed by the county council to be a 
member of the school committee.
